Two-thirds of all the expense in building marine 
engines, he gays, comes from the labor and skill 
required. .If then he makes alarge coutract in 
which he securés for himself a small profit of five 
or ten per cent., he cannot feel sure. that. in. the 
very midst of the work there will not come to 
light a combination among his workmen to force 
from him an adyauce of fifteen or twenty . per 
cent, on their wages, a@ movement which would 
be absolutely ruinous to his business in timeslike 
the present; and yet most skilled artisans are 
connected with some association whose behests 
they would obey in preference to the known in- 
terest of their employers. “I am willing,’ said 
‘this man of engines, “to pay the best wages; I 
wish to be on the best of terms with my work- 
men; if I am dissatisfied with them, I discharge 
them; if they are dissatisfied with me or with 
the wages I can afford to pay, they are at liberty 
to go; but these combinations are ruinous to us 
both.” . 

Although Mr. Roacu placed this lack of cordi- 
ality and complete understanding between the 
capitalist and the laborer as first among the 
causes of the destruction of this important 
branch of business, he said that he could deal 
‘with the labor question, if that were the only 
difficulty. The great, the fatal difficulty after all, 
was the lngh price of all the principal materials 
used, owing to the heavy duties upon 
their importation. He was not prepared to say 
that free trade was the best policy for this coun- 
try, but there certainly should be a wise discrim- 
ination used. When a branch of business, all 
important not only to commerce and private traf- 
fie, but to the material welfare of the nation, was 
by degrees being absolutely killed off by the 
tariff policy of the Government, it was time to 
consider whether, m that direction at least, this 
policy was not carried too far. It was not pro- 
tectiqn, it was destruction. 

WHAT THE CONSEQUENCE 18. 

And what is the result.of thia state of things! 
The Government derives no revenue from ship- 
building materials to offset this great national 
loss of the most important of all branches of in- 
Gustzy, for no such materials are used. The 
business 12 driven. from the country, and the 
knowledge of it is dying out among our people. 
“Ten years ago,” says the great builder already 
quoted, “I could go ont in the morning, and be- 
fore night I could get together 10,000 workmen, 
trained in this business. Today I know not 
where I could find 560. Not only .that but. it is 
the least skilled and less enterprising workmen 
who have remained. Then 75 out of every 100 
were first-class workmen; now there are not 10 
first-rate mechanics m 100.” These men have 
gone to other employments; their former em- 
ployers have given up the business, and there is 
danger that in ten years more the art of making 
first-class marine enginery, ‘once our pride and 
boast, will be among the lost. arts in America. 
The time is likely to come when, at least, instead 
of weighing down this great interest under bur- 
dens which utterly sink it, the Government will 
have to offer premiums in order to. restore it to 
the ranks of our national industry, for it. will 
soon be heyond the power of private capital and 
enterprise to sesve it from annihilation. The 
whole benefit now accrues to the shipbuilders 
and merchants of a nation which fosters its com- 
mercial interests with constant attention. and 
encouragement, while our country, ite natural 
rival for the carrying trade of the world, is 
losing its merchant navy, which is of so. much 
value in times of peace, and being stripped of 
that panoply which alone can give it power and 
dignity among the nations of the earth in any 
hostile emergency. The Pennsylvania miners 
themselyés must suffer in time, for the use of 
iron on a large scale is likely to be banished 
from the country. 

COULD OUR BUILDERS COMPETE WITH ENGLAND 
IP RELIEVED? 

To this question Mr. ROacH gives an emphatic 
**Yes.” Fifteen years ago he owned shares in 
Pennsylvania mines, and iron conld then be 
furnished at a profit in the New-York market for 
$21 per ton. Since that time the cost of labor has 
been enhanced, but on the other hand the means 
of appliances for obtaining and reducing the ore 
have been gieatly improved, and far less man- 
ual labor is required in furnishing the same 
amount of metal. Now the cost of iron of the, 
same quality is upward of $40 per ton, and if the 
duty were removed would fall to. about $30, 
at which price it would pay a fair profit. 
On the labor question, he has no 
fears. He claims that the labor of well-trained 
American mechanics is worth at least ten per 
cent more than that employed in the ship yards 
of Great Britain, and our adaptation of machin- 
ery to the purposes of manufactures of this kind 
is much more complete and successful. Besides 
all this, in all the general facilities for tis busi- 
ness, we surpass any nation in the world. With 
these facilities, can we afford to lose the art of 
shipbuilding, give out in the race for commercial 
greatness,and throw away all the armor and weap- 
ons of a powerful nation? ‘We are, moreover, to 
be a great producing nation ; feeding the Eastern 
hemisphere with grain and clothing 1t with cot- 
ton. Shall we not reveive some part of the profit 
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up this great branch of the iron business, even | 


under circumstances the most adverse in other 


. respects. 


Very little iron! work for railroads is done in 
the Caty of New-York. There is no place where 
rails are made and no manufactory for’ loco- 
motives. Those works which were formerly 60 


largely engaged in constructing marine engines | 


and iron steamships, what remain of them, do 
something in the way of furmshmg running gear, 
and other, iron work for cars. The Morgan 
Works have an order for 300 freight cars from the 
New-Orleans, Mobile and Chattanooga Railroad 
Company, and the Quintard Works nave similar 
orders from the Florida Railroad ‘Company. The 
first-mentioned corporation is having its locomo- 
tives made at Paterson, and its passenger cars at 
Troy: 


A NOVELTY IN IRONMONGERY. 

A novelty in iron manufactures'is now to be 
seen at the Morgan Works in the shape of a steam 
road-roller, which is to be used on the Scrimshaw 
pavement in Brooklyn. It is the first specimen 
of the kind made in this country and differs ma- 
terially from the article imported by the Central 
Park Commismoners, aswell as from that used 
on the asphalt pavements of Paris. It is claimed 
to be an improvement upon these, inasmuch as 
the parts are more open and accessible and the 
roller, though seven feet in diameter, can be 
turned round a short curve without breaking the 
surface of the road. The weight of the entire 
machine is pounds, and it was made by Mr. 
RoacHh ata of $250, under an agreement to 
furnish 1t as cheap as one could be imported. 

THE NEW PHASE OF THE IRON BUSINESS. 
_ As has been already mentioned, the Novelty 
Iron Works, once famed for the huge engines 
and other ponderous machinery which it turned 
out in days when such things were in demand in 


lighmente are making a similar change. This is 
the most profitable department of the business 
at the present time, as may be readily supposed 
by any one who observes the new now 
going up on Broadway and in other parts of the 
City. Lron has been in use for many years as a’ ma- 
terial in building, but it is ‘not until recent times 
that it has become at all common for the outer 
walls of large edifices. About fifteen years ago 
the first rron front was put up in this City, and 
within the last three or four years this material 
hae very extensively taken the place of the more 
expensive kinds of stone. It is cheaper than 
marble and has several advantages over that 
substance. It gives more space within the build- 
ing on account of the thinness of the walls and 
affords much greater facilities for the admssion 
of light, besides which it is readily wrought into 
any desirable form, the finest orna- 
mentation. It is thought to be almost as durable 
as stone, and no objection has been found to it 
on account of ite effects asa conductor of heat. 
It is now used not only for fronts, sidewalks and 
staircases, but for beams, floors, partitions, ceil- 
ings and roofs, for almost everything, in fact, for 
which wood has been used from time immemorial 
im building. 
‘THE ARCHITECTURAL IRON WORKS. 

The oldest and largest establishment engaged 
in this business is the Architectural Iron Works 
on Fourteenth-street. It was for many years 
the only concern of the kind in this eountry, and 
still does.a very large share of the businces.. It 
now employs from 1,000 t0 1,200 men constantly, 
and pays out upward of $14,000 per week in sala- 
nes. It is owned by a joint stock company 
consisting of four stockholders, all of whom are 
officers of the Company, and the hardest workers 
about the establishment. Among the prominent 
buildings put up by this Company are the Hud- 
son River Railroad Depot, the iron work of 
which alone cost $1,600,000; a large part of the 
buildings on the old Hospital groupds; the store 
occupying the former site of Barnum’s Museum, 
and the new hotel on the corner of Broadway 
and Twenty-ninth-street. In this hotel not only 
the outer walls, but the floors, ceilings, parti- 
tions and staircases, are of iron. ve 
orders constantly from other citica,¢ven from 
the remotest. South and West, not only for 
houses and public buildings, but for bridges, 
ferry houses, and all manner of appliances for 
banks, insurance offices, &c. The other concerns 
largely engaged in this branch of business are 
the Excelsior and Novelty Works, in this City. 

The iron used is partly from Pennsylvania and 
partly imported.

Hew Weak Securities are Negotiated. 

A g@eries of prosecutions have been for 
some time in progress in Bréoklyn, known 
as the “furniture cases,” wherein the evi- 
dence sets forth that pianos and other ex- 
pensive articles were obtained from various 
parties upon deposits of the bonds of acorpo- 
ration entitled the “ Cumberland Coal Com- 
pany.of Nova Scotia,” which the furniture 
dealers supposed to be the bonds of the 
Cumberland Coal and Iron Company of 
Pennsylvania. It was shown, in an ¢arly 
stage of the proceedings, that the Nova Scotia 
concern is’ domg‘no business, and its obliga- 
tions have no market value. Witnesses for the 
prosecution declare that in taking the bonds 
for their goods they did not see the words 
“Nova Scotia,” and estimated the value: of 
the bonds from the newspaper quotations of 
those of the well-known Pennsylvania cor- 
poration. While the officers of the Nova 
Scotia Company strenuously repudiate any 
connection with the operations of the de- 
fendant, the circumstance that the locality 
is printed in very small type upon the bonds 
appears unfavorable to a supposition that 
any effort was made to prevent. a misappre- 
hension such as that of which the defendant 
seems to havetaken advantage. During last 
Summer an attempt was made, according to 
the affidavits of an old gentleman in Boston, 
to defraud him of a considerable amount of 
landed property by means of bonds of ‘an al- 
most worthless.concé which he was de-

The conversion of coal into smoké’ rather 
than into flame, is wasteful of fuel as well as 
destructive of comfort, and even if there is 
no smoke, the poisonous, although invisible, 
products of imperfect combustion ought to be 
excluded from cars rather than sucked in 
and held there, as is often the case. 

Nearly all our locomotives burn bitumin- 
ous coal. When 1t is thrown upon the fire, 
carburetted hydrogen gas is immediately 
distilled, and in order that the gas may 
burn, it must be intimately mixed with air— 
190,000 cubic feet of air to every ton of coal— 
and this mixture must ‘take place. where 
there is sufficient heat to ignite the com- 
bustible compound thus formed. The solid 
carbon of the fuel requires 200,000 feet more 


of air per ton of coal for its combustion ; 


this it gete through the grate, but the air for 
the gases, excepting the little that leaks 
through the fire, must be forced in and dis- 
tributed above the grate; and above the 
body of the} coals upon it, by other means 
fina | Bbeee other means are wholly, of. almost 
wholly, unprovided. The consequence is 
that, although air enough may get through 
the fire to burn with the gases when they 
are slowly and uniformly distilled; every 
addition of fresh fuel and every stirring of 
the fire produces a great volume of gas or 
smoke, wiich passes off unconsumed. 

Some ten years ago, the smokeless burning 
of bituminous coal was brought to great per- 
fection in England. The [problem was per- 
fectly and absolutely solved, but: the /ap, 
paratus was found to cost more than 
the saving, and the means and results 
were modified. A few puffs of smoke at 
starting and firing were allowed, but still 
the prevention of the great contanuous- vol- 
umes of smoke was, and is now, rigidly 
enforced. Meanwhile, other means of mix- 
ing and igniting air. and gases above the fire 
were subjected to experiment, ‘modified, 
combined, and at last established. The 
necessary apparatus is applicable, at a small 
expense, to existing boilers, so that the ox- 
cuse often put. forward, that radically new 
equipment will be required, does not hold 
good. 

The means employed to prevent smoke in 
locomotives, although diverse in details, are 
mach alike in their general features, and 
are, of course, identical in theory, viz., the 
mixture of air with the gases where there is 


heat to ignite them and space and time for” 


them to burn. One feature common to many 
of these contrivances 1s a deflector, to pre- 
vent the gases from being immediately 
drawn into the flues by the draft, and to 
throw them up and back into the chamber 
over the fire, where the entering air may 
saturate them. If the gases, or even a com- 
bustible mixture of air and gases, are drawi 
into narrow flues, they will not ignite there, 
or, if lighted, will be blown out like a caniile 
in the wind. Hence the deflector is a valua- 
ble feature in any coal-burning apparatus. 
To insure its preservation, and. what is 
equally important, to retain a high heat for 
igniting the gases as they pass by it, the de- 
flector should be of fire brick. Another fea- 
ture of a good coal burner 1s a means. of sup- 
plying a regulated amount of air above the 
fire, The air must enter’ not in bulk, for 
then it would do more damage by Jowermg 
the temperature than good by partial mix- 
ture with the gases, Nor must.it simply enter 
the fire box; it must be projected m jets into 
the volume of gases. A simple but quite ef. 
fective means is a hood over the fire door, in- 
side the fire box’ to throw the airentering by 
the draft down upon the coal in a’ broad 
sheet, so that the combustible mixture may 
form at a point where it will be immediately 
ignited. A far better plan is to drive the air 
into the gases, by an outside pressure inde- 
pendent of the draft, viz.: by a steam jet

but may be easily regulated to meet the
